Applicant's remarks fail to overcome the prior art rejection from the Final office action. Applicant argues that the combination of 
US 6,195,701 (Kaiserswerth et al.) and US 6,178,542 (Dave) does not disclose or suggest "scheduling only the schedulable 
component that can contribute at the total earliest time to the output of said real time system." Kaisersworth teaches scheduling 
various components in between a time frame of when they first become available (S1 Start) and a deadline time mark (S1End) 
(See Col. 2, lines 66-67 & Col. 3, lines 1-2). This scheduling scheme, however, does not necessarily guarantee that a 
component will be scheduled the instant it becomes available. Dave generally teaches scheduling a single schedulable 
component (execution slot) at an earliest possible time (See page 6 of Final office action dated 3/24/2008). The aforementioned 
office action stated that one of ordinary skill would have been motivated to schedule a component that is available at an earliest 
time in order to ensure that components meet their deadlines.
